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PREFACE. 



This index is the first serious attempt to furnish a key to the 
written law of this state such as the digests have long furnished 
to the case law. 

During the past twenty -five years, the legislature has made 
such sweeping invasions into the domain of the common law, that 
almost every doctrine of the common law has either been modi- 
fied or restated in the statues. The most systematic arrange- 
ment of the statutes possible must still leave them almost as 
disconnected as the cases. Very often the same subject will be 
partly set out in the state constitution, partly in each of the 
codes, partly in one or more chapters of a revision, partly in 
various scattered statutes, and partly in court rules. So vastly 
has the territory of the written law expanded, and so fragment- 
ary at best is its arrangement, that a single index to all the 
written law of this state, has become as essential as a single 
digest to all the case law. Such indexes must hereafter follow 
substantially the lines which experience has proven necessary in 
the digests. A satisfactory index to the written law must here- 
after do more than point to the place where something upon a 
given topic may be found ; it must also indicate what portion of 
the topic will be found there. This involves a statement of the 
substance of the law. The next inevitable step is the substitu- 
tion of a logical subdivision of each topic, after the fashion of 
the digests, in place of the necessarily incomplete and unsatis- 
factory alphabetical subdivisions which havo hitherto been the 
fashion in the indexes to the stxtutes. 

While the editor has not attempted to make this volume a 
digest in the full sense of the term, and still terms it an index, it 
is really much more than a mere index, and may properly be 
termed an index-digest to the written law of New York. 

Every practising lawyer in New York has his codes separate 
from his general statutes, and many find it convenient to get new 
sets of codes each year. For this reason it has not seemed desir- 
able to set out the codes at length in this edition of the statutes. 
But the omission of the codes from the body of the work in no 
way diminishes the convenience of including them in the index. 
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iv PREFACE. 

The codes oaght in all cases to be indexed by references to sec- 
tions instead of to pages. Such is the system pursued in this 
index, and thereby tbe index fits equally well any and every 
edition of each of the codes, whether it be the handy pocket 
edition or Stovers three- volume annotated edition. 

i«'ollowing this index is a table showing the statutes contained 
in this edition in the chronological order of years and numerical 
order of chapters, and the pages of this edition on which each 
appears. 

A supplemental volume will shortly follow, setting forth the 
general legislation of 18'.<6, so arranged in connection with this 
edition that all changes by way of amendment or repeal may be 
conveniently discovered.
